A.NNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY 
AND  HOUSING  INSPECTOR  FOR  1937. 


To  the  Chairman  arid  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  of  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  Mil  nr  ore . 

Gentlem  en, 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report 
of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District.  During  the  year 
we  lost  a  Member  of  the  Health  Committee  in  the  passing  on  of 
Mr.  F.  U.  Beesby,  a  worthy  Councillor  with  long  service. 

Public*  Health  Acts. 

'the  number  of  houses  inspected  were  120,  thirty -six  were 
inspected  owing  to  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease  ;  eighty-four 
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were  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act.  Other  inspections  made 
are  shown  in  Table  44  A,”  and  nuisances  abated  in  Fable  44  B.” 
There  were  421  informal  notices  and  eight  statutory  notices  issued. 
No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the  year.  Slaughter¬ 
houses  were  visited  711  times;  one  hindquarter  of  beef,  two 
briskets  of  beef,  two  beasts’  heads,  livers,  lungs  and  fat,  a  total 
weight  of  258  pounds,  which  was  destroyed  by  lire. 


All  the  meat  destroyed  was  affected  with  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  27  pound  packets  of  peas  affected  with  grub 
condemned  and  destroyed.  Ten  houses  that  were  supplied  with 
spring  water  have  been  connected  to  the  Rochdale  Corporation 
water  supply  ;  thirteen  houses  that  drained  into  surface  drains 
have  been  connected  to  the  sewer. 

A  bakehouse  that  has  not  been  kept  in  such  a  cleanly  state 
has  now  been  abolished.  Thirty-eight  pail  closets  have  been 
converted  to  fresh  water  closets,  and  fifteen  additional  water 
closets  have  been  provided.  Three  ashpits  have  been  abolished 
and  five  ashbins  substituted  in  lieu  thereof.  The  only  tripe 
boiling  place  in  the  District  has  been  abolished. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

There  were  892  visits  paid  to  the  farms.  There  are  84  cow- 
keepers  on  the  Register.  Sixty-two  samples  of  milk  were  taken 
for  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli — 45  mixed  samples  and  17 
single  samples — from  a  total  of  512  cows.  Seven  samples  were 
positive  and  55  were  negative.  Four  cows  were  found  giving 
tuberculous  milk  and  were  destroyed. 


New  shippon  floors  and  channels  have  been  provided  at 
Beet  Farm,  Moorgate  East  Farm  and  Knott  Booth  Farm. 


New  dairies  have  been  built  at  l  ithe  Barn  Farm  and  Beet 
Farm  and  Dean  Farm.  A  fresh  water  supply  has  been  provided 
at  Whitfield  Bottoms  Farm  (further).  There  are  two  Accredited 
milk  supplies  in  this  District.  A  sterilizing  plant  has  been 
installed  at  Dean  Farm. 
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Factories  and  Workshops. 

Bakehouses  were  visited  91  times,  and  Workshops  and 
Factories  145  times.  Notice  had  to  he  served  on  one  occupier 
for  the  dirty  condition  of  the  bakehouse ;  this  lias  occurred  so 
regularly  that  I  have  persuaded  the  occupier  to  give  up  the 
business  of  baking  as  she  is  not  able  to  give  it  the  necessary 
attention,  and  this  has  been  done. 

Two  complaints  have  been  received  from  H.M.  Factory 
Inspector,  and  these  have  received  attention. 


Infection  and  Disinfection. 

There  were  thirty-six  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
during  the  year.  "there  were  nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
four  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

"The  percentage  of  removals  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  as 
follows  —

Disinfection  was  carried  out  at  41  houses  with  a  total  of  130 
rooms.  Formaldehyde  vapour  is  used  for  the  disinfection  of 
houses.

Damp  stone  floors,  defec¬ 
tive  roofs,  insanitary  stone 
sinks  with  untrapped  lead 
waste  pipes,  decayed  floor 
boards. 


Houses  Nos.  1,  3,  4  and  5,  Cross  Street  were  inset  houses; 
these  have  been  connected  to  the  houses  behind  making  them 
into  five  roomed  houses.  The  following  back-to-back  houses 
were  made  through  : — 5  and  6,  Shorefield  Terrace;  1,  3,  5,  7,  0, 
Buckley  Square;  1,  2,  3,  4,  Buckley  Street;  238 y  Rochdale 
Road  ;  4,  Ingham  Fields  ;  205,  Rochdale  Road  ;  and  if,  Hartley 
Place. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  at  46  houses,  and  36  houses 
were  demolished.  Fifty-six  new  houses  were  erected,  44  by  the 
Council  and  12  by  private  enterprise. 

I  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  support  given  to  me  in  the  discharge  of  the  onerous 
duties  that  fall  to  the  lot  of  a  Sanitary  and  Housing  Inspector.
